Increased tourist traffic when the 
state’s main highway system is e n ­ 
tirely paved will mean an increase of 
$131,400,000 in the business of 
the 
state each year, according to a state­ 
ments prepared from a speech which 
William H. Connell, acting secretary 
of Highways, delivered at Ann Arbor 
bef&re the annual 
road 
conference 
held 3>y the University of Michigan. 
At the present time 760 miles of the 
primary road system of the state are 
not improved. 
The $50,000,000 road 
bond issue now before the House will 
pay for approximately 1000 miles of 
road construction. 
Tourists traffic will increase when 
the through routes in the state are 
completely improved, 
Connell 
said. 
The traffic 
census 
just 
completed 
show* that tourist traffic from other 
states forms ten per cent of the total 
traffic on Pennsylvania roads, but that 
the tourists usually select the 
good 
roads. 
An average of 400,000 auto­ 
mobiles use the state highways daily, 
he said the traffic count showed, ami 
completion of the main 
system 
of 
highways in durable roads will bring 
an average of 40,000 additional cars 
into the state each day, he predicted. 
The average number of passengers 
in a car is three, he said the census 
proved, and 
40,000 additional 
cars 
would bring 120,000 additional per­ 
sons, who m ust be housed and 
fed 
enroute. 
If they spend but an aver­ 
age of $3 a day, these 120,0000 addi­ 
tional tourists would increase the busi­ 
ness of the state toy $131,400,000 
a 
year, he predicted. 
Every delay in issuing the bonds or 
in not building the roads, he added, 
means a loss of business at the rate 
of $131,400,000 a year, he added.

its powerful forelegs and chest, but 
itf main interest in life is eating ants, 
destroying their hills with its long 
fox-like snout. 
For this reason it is 
regarded by settlers as a useful ani­ 
mal.
